to ſay we deny the Bloodof Chriſt ; for becauſe I did not anſwer 
Matthew Caffen, (in a late Diſcourie about theſe things) in the ex. 
preſs tearm [viſible,] (it being not according to the form of ſound 
words) he therefrom concluded that we deny the Blood of Chriſt, 
that we do not oivn juſtification by it; who might as well conclude 
the ſame.of Pax!, and the reſt of the Apoſtles and Miniſters of

Then tell me, O ye Profeflors (of Chiiſt's 
and his Apoſtles words) who ſay they are your Rule, What is that 
Fleſh that is meat indeed ? And what 1s that Fleſh that profits no 
thing, ſeeing both are-the words of Truth? _ 

And again, take the words of Peter, (a Miniſter of the Word 
which endureth fox ever) to the Ele& that were ſcattered through- 
'out ſeveral Places, 1 Per. 1.18. Foraſmuch as ye know that ye are 
not redeemed with corruptible things (44 Silver and Gold) from your 
vain converſation received by tradition from your Fathers ; but with the 
precious Blood of Chriſt, as of a Lamb without blemiſh, and without 
ſpot. Why do you not here find fault with Peter for not uſing:'the 
word [viſible] inftzad of [precious ? | which was my term ſeveral 
times to thee and thy Companions in that Diſcourſe, which ye 
would not receive as ſatisfatory to you ; ſo ye may as well be un- 
ſatisfied, and contend with Peter, and Chiift, and Paul, and the 
Scriptures of Truth throughout, as with us about the word [ viſible, ] 
and call them Sophiſters, and Blaſphemers, as thou M4. C. calledit 
me, ivhen I ſpake their words, without adding or diminiſhipg, ag

ſpizitual diſcerning, they will not cry out againſt us, that we deny-

Said he, By the Word, Now let all People 
ſee the Darkneſs of theſe Men, whom their envy hath blinded 
that they cannot fee the plain Scripture, how that Chriſt is 
called The Word of God, Rev. 19, and in divers places he is 
called the Word; And ſaid the Apoſtle Pani, By him were all 
things created, that are in Heaven, and that are in Earth, vi- 
feble and inviſible, &c. Coloſſ. 1,16, So. its no marvel they op- 
poſe us, and revile us about theſe things, when they belye 
the Apoltle, and contradi& his plain words, who are like the 
unbelieving Jews, that looked at the outward-age of the -Per- 
ſon of Chiitt, when. he ſaid to them , Before «Abraham was [ 
am ; Is not this the true Chriſt that was before eAbrabam ? 
Was not he with the Father glorified before the World be- 
ean > Will ye deny theſe things ſo plainly recorded in the 
Scriptures of Tiuth ? And is not Chrilk Jeſus the ſame yeſter- 
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day , to day, and for ever ? And did not Fob» Bapniſt ſay, 
He that cometh after me # preferred before me , for ho was be- 
fore me ? 

See. here , Did not this Baptiſt-Teacher ſee farther then 
you Baptiſt-Teachers do now, who cries out, the | viſible ] 
Fleſh and Bones 1s the Saviour ? And farther than the un- 
believing Jews, who ſaid , Thou art wet Fifty years old , and 
haſt thou ſeen eAbraham ? Whoſe anſwer ſerves for you all, 
[ Before eAbraham was, I am, | Then took they up Stones to 
caſt at him, John 8. 59. (Can you read your Spitit? ) For ye 
throw the hardeſt things that ye can ſcrable up againſt ug 
about theſe things, . except ye had the outward Power and 


"Sword in your hands ; then, I am ſure, ſome of you would 


puniſh the Blaſphemers (as ye call them) with a Priſon, or

nor the Blood of Chiiſt, nor the ReſurreRion of the Body, 
7s We are falſly charged, but do own them all, in their Place 
and Office, according to the Scriptures of Truth ; and we 
are one With the Saints and Apoſtles in the Primitive” time,

mouth, and forbid ſaying who ſhall aſcend up into Heaven to bring bins 
down, or deſcend ws jo him wp, &c. but the Word of Reconcilia- 
tion they had, and this they preached, that People might come to 
Chriſt and be reconciled to God ; and their Fellowſhip was with the 
Father, and with his Son Feſwms Chriſt, and the Blood of Chriſt did 
clenſe them, and yet they defire to kyow hin no more after the Fleſh, 
But theſe things are Patables to the Wiſe men of the World ; 
Therefore I may conclude as the Apoſtle did ; Without controverſie 
great # the myſtery odlineſs, God was mazifeſt in the Fleſh, jnſti= 

fied in the Spiris, - ſeen 0 s, preached unto the Gentiles,” belieued 
#11 in the World, received up anto Glory, 1 Fim.3. 16, And ſo he is out 
of your ſight, who deny the £: br within, for that gives the know« 

ledge of his Glory in the Face of Jeſus Chriſt, as ye may read 2 Cor, 

4. and 6,
